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CLASS  HISTORY 


ANY  important  events  have  transpired  dtirinfe  these  four  years,  the  four-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  d.scovery  of 
our  country  and  its  celebration  by  the  great  World's  Fair  at  Chicago;  a  panic,  never  before  equaled  in  our  country  : 
wars  and  rumors  of  wars;  numerous  discoveries  in  science,  including  the  already  famous  Roentgen  rays;  and 
important  at  least  to  some,  the  High  School  training  and  graduation  of  the  largest  class  that  ever  passed  through  the  schools 

of  New  Albany.  .        ,  .  .
